SOME  HARMONIOUS  COLOR 
COMBINATIONS 


A great  many  men  whose  clothes  in  them- 
selves are  considered  in  good  taste  from  the 
standpoint  of  style,  often  spoil  the  effect 
that  these  clothes  should  give  because  of  an 
unwise  selection  of  color  in  their  accessories. 
The  man  who  is  not  absolutely  sure  about 
good  color  combinations  should  not  attempt 
to  create  an  impression  by  a selection  of 
unusual  and  startling  colors  because  invari- 
ably the  only  impression  he  makes  is  an 
unfavorable  one.  He  would  do  better  to 
select  his  accessories  with  an  eye  to  color 
harmony  rather  than  one  of  contrast  and 
for  this  reason  we  are  giving  below  one  or 
two  examples  of  color  harmonies  which  will 
always  be  considered  in  good  taste.  With  a 
brown  suit,  for  instance,  a brown  soft  felt 
hat  and  brown  shoes  and  socks  should  be 
worn.  The  shirt  should  be  of  white,  blue 
or  tan,  with  white  starched  collar  and  the 
necktie  should  be  blue  or  in  various  shades 
of  brown  or  tan  in  either  a solid  color  or  a 
neat  geometrical  design.  An  excellent  com- 
bination when  a gray  suit  is  worn  consists 
of  a bowler  hat  or  a soft  felt  hat  in  gray 
with  the  stripes  running  horizontally — blue, 
gray  or  black  stripes  on  white  or  gray 
ground  and  a four  in  hand  tie  in  a small

FULL  EVENING  DRESS  CORRECT 
FOR  FORMAL  OCCASIONS 

With  the  return  to  popularity  of  the  tail 
coat  for  formal  evening  wear,  the  question 
arises  as  to  when  the  dinner  jacket  is  cor- 
rect. Dinner  jackets  are  correct  for  all  in- 
formal occasions  in  the  evening  such  as 
going  to  the  theatre  and  dining  informally 
either  at  home  or  at  restaurants,  but  during 
the  busy  winter  social  season  there  are 
functions  at  which  only  the  most  formal 
evening  dress  is  correct.  Formal  dinners, 
attendance  at  the  opera,  and  the  large  dances 
are  the  occasions  when  only  formal  evening 
dress  should  be  worn,  as  well  as  the  large 
wedding  which  takes  place  after  six  o’clock. 
The  silk  or  top  hat,  as  it  is  generally  called, 
is  the  only  correct  hat  for  wear  with  a tail 
coat,  just  as  the  white  tie  and  the  white 
starched  waistcoat  belong  to  this  coat,  and 


neat  pattern  in  a harmonizing  color.  Black 
shoes  and  socks  should  be  worn  with  gray 
suits  although  brown  shoes  and  socks  may 
be  worn  but  the  latter  color  is  a less  happy 
selection.  With  either  of  the  two  ensembles 
given  above,  a colored  handkerchief  may 
be  worn  in  the  breast  pocket  of  the  coat,  but 
unless  one  is  absolutely  sure  of  his  color 
sense,  a white  linen  handkerchief  with  rolled 
hem  should  be  chosen. 


any  deviation  from  this  accepted  standard 
is  not  only  incorrect  but  shows  an  ignorance 
of  social  usage.  With  dinner  jackets,  black 
bow  ties  are  correct,  although  it  is  permis- 
sible in  this  case  to  wear  either  a white  or 
a black  waistcoat,  the  white  waistcoat,  how- 
ever, being  considered  smarter.  Three  types 
of  hats  may  be  worn  with  a dinner  jacket — 
the  top  hat,  the  crush  hat,  sometimes  known 
as  the  “opera”  hat,  and  a soft  black  or  gray 
felt  hat.  The  well  dressed  man’s  turnout  at 
any  time  is  his  linen,  and  for  wear  with 
either  a tail  coat  or  a dinner  jacket  the  stiff 
bosom  shirt  without  any  pleats  and  fastened 
with  either  one  or  two  studs  is  correct.  The 
collar  in  both  instances  should  be  of  the 
wing  variety  with  a wide  V opening  and 
large  wings.  The  fashion  of  wearing  a turn 
down  collar  with  a dinner  jacket  is  consid- 
ered very  bad  form.
